THE LIBERATOR 
OF EGYPT 


A-SKETCH OF LORD ALLENBY 


(By One Who Served Under Him) 

Cavalry was unable to play any 
great part on most of the fronts in 
the late war, but where cavalry could 
be and were used with effect, there 
was Allenby. He had previously 
served in the Inniskilling Dragoons 
in Bechuanaland and Zululand, as 
well as in the Boer war, and he com- 
manded the Royal Irish Lancers and 
the 4th Cavalry Brigade before  be- 
coming inspector of cavalry in 1910. 
At the beginning of the war it was 
Allenby’s covering work with the 
cavalry which enabled the other “old 
contemptibles” to make good their 
Tetreat from Mons. Thereafter he 
commanded the 5th Corps,’and from 
1915 to 1917 the Third Army in 
France. 

But it was not in South Africa or 
France that Allenby was destined to 


do more than learn the strength and 
weakness of cavalry, to practice dash- 
ing offensive and perfect his self-re- 
straint; it was when he was sent to 
Egypt to be “buried in a side-show,” 
as some said, that his chance came. 
He declined to be buried, or even to 
be bullied into making military oper- 
ations for the purpose of fitting in 
with politics or supporting  propa- 
ganda. As the man on the spot, he 
very soon found out what he needed, 
and saw that he got what he wanted 
»before risking another rebuff at Gaza. 

The chief, as he was naturally 
termed in Palestine, hated losing 
men from sunstroke, and gave or- 
ders about sun-helmets accordingly. 
He is alleged to have met two offi- 
cers, of -high rank, who, greatly dar- 
ing, were actually venturing to dis- 
regard his orders. Both crept home- 
wards, chastened and—so the _ story 
goes—reduced to their substantive 
rank, to see others promoted next 
day to the places they had ceased to 
fill. As a cavalryman the chief’s sen- 
sibilities were offended by the sight 
of men riding in shorts—the custom- 
hot 
weather—and it was possible to real- 
ize how he had earned his cognomen 
of “The Bull” when an offender hap- 
pended to be rebuked at long range. 
The chief has another great gift, the 


power of saying “No,” and this a cer- 


tain -well-meaning individual learned 
when ‘he eagerly offered to’ become 


about the means adopted by Lord 
Allenby to persuade the enemy tha 
he had no sort or kind of interest fo! 
Beersheba, and that all his affection 
was for Gaza, his only. love. How with 
a perfidy truly ‘Aibionic he made 
ready -for the final push; how he pre- 
pared elaborate accommodation for a 
mythical “advanced G.H.Q.” -in Jerus- 
alem; how he sent dust columns east- 
wards by day while troop columns 
marched westward by night; how he 
hid an’ army in an orchard, persuaded 
questing German aeroplanes _ for 
weeks On end that his real G.H.Q. 
was an infantry camp, and generally 
misled the enemy into thinking any- 
thing but what was right, may best 
be read in the archives of the “Yil- 
derim Army Group” intelligence de 
partment captured at Nazareth. 

Then, when the enemy had been 
assuféd that nothing was likely to 
happen or even capable of happening, 
everything happened. To lessen the 
shock for his opponent General AIl- 
lenby tactfully caused all the enemy 
telephone, fleld telegraph, and wire- 
less centres to be destroyed by aero- 
planes sothatnobad news could dis- 
turb the Turco-German G.H.Q.—and 
then he sent his cavalry through a 
carefully made breach in the Turkish 
front to hunt Liman von Sanders 
through the streets of Nazareth in 
his pyjamas, and riot with glorious 
audacity over all his lines of com- 
munication right up to Damascus and 
Aleppo more than 300 miles behind 
his front. 

Nor did the chief, in his delight 
at being able to give full play to the 
magnificent cavalry at his disposal, 
neglect his “cavalry of the air.” What 
the guns and the infantry had begun 
the R.A.F. completed, and no enemy 
army was ever more thoroughly de- 
feated, more effectively wiped out 
than were the unhappy . Turks and 
Germafis who had the misfortune to 
oppose Lord Allenby in Palestine. 

After this pleasing climax to his 
military career aS a great cavalry

NEW EVIDENCE USED 
AGAINST QUEBEG PRIEST 


Rev. A. Delorme Committed for Volun- 
tary Statement on Charge of 
Killing Brother, 


Ly 


Montreal, March 22.—Rev. A. De- 
lorme was committed for voluntary 
statement on March 27, by Judge Cus- 
son Tuesday afternoon in the enquete 
court, and is expected to be then com- 
mitted for trial and to appear before 
the court of king’s bench in June next 
on the charge of murdering his half- 
brother, Raoul, on or about Jan. 6 of 
this year. The crown completed the 
development of its case Tuesday. In 
the morning when the court opened, a 
gruesome spectacle greeted those tak- 
ing part in the case as they entered 
the room. Near the judge’s rostrum 
lay a tailor’s dummy, dressed in the 
clothing which had been worn by the 
victim at the time of the tragedy. It 
was utilized by Dr. Dermone, the prov- 
incial autopsist, to reconstruct certain 
phases of the crime, notably as to the 
clothing the young man wore when 
shot. The soiled and dillapfdated 
coat, the collar and shirt soaked in 
blood, the necktie pulled out of place 
and out of shape, presented a faithful 
reproduction of the position of the 
body when it was left after being de- 
posited on a road in the BubUEb? of 
the city. : 

SOME NEW EVIDENCE 


New features of the evidence were. 
Dr. Dermone’s evidence on the hand- 
writing on a parcel sent to the private 
address of Detective Lorrain, one of 
the officers handling the police inves- 
tigation and which contained a watch 
marked “A.D.,” and a piece of chain 
which fitted into a broken guard found 
on theibody, and his contention that it 
was the same as the handwriting of 

Father Delorme, reproduced in a local 
paper, Dr. Dermone described how he 
had magnified the writings to compare 
them and had by the same meane ex- 
pressed a similarity between the 
stitches in a piece of quilt used to 
wrap up the dead ‘man’s bullet pierced 
head, and the quilt found in the De- 
lorme house.

Te fine on2,nation tn the world that 
is genuinely prosperous, where the 
people are all busy and happy, while 


discontent and poverty are practically 
unknown, should mean muck to us at 
any time. Such a nation can perhaps 
teach us things worth knowing. 

Recent travellers and students are 
practically unanimous in declaring 
that Denmark is just now the most 
prosperous country in Europe, and the 
most democratic, judged from ‘the 
point of view of a general distribution 
of wealth and the enjoyment of equal- 
ity of opportunity. With a high aver- 
age of comfort, we are told, there has 
been brought about in the little Scan- 
dinavian kingdom a high average of 
intelligence and of culture. Indeed, 
Denmark puts forth well-based claims 
to be the best educated nation in the 
world. And this because it is a nation 
of farmers. 

The secret of it all? The question 
is answered in a word: Co-operation. 
Dr. Frederic C. Howe calls his recent, 
very interesting. and informing volume, 
“Denmark: A Co-operative Common- 
wealth.” He- shows very clearly that 
the remarkable progress of the coun- 
try is due first and foremost to the 
development of the co-operative spirit 
and of practical co-operative methods 
in agriculture. Denmark is distinct- 
ively an agricultural country: Indus- 
trially, it hardly counts; but it exports 
some $150,000,000 worth of agricul- 
tural products yearly. 

As Dr. Howe points out, the remark- 
able progress of the Danes economi- 
cally, and at the same time mentally 
and morally, may be traced to succes- 
sive steps forced on them in the 
seventies. Losses of territory and the 
competition of American and Argen- 
tiné wheat had reduced the country 
to avery low ebb. These recuperative 
steps began with the breaking up of 
large holdings into small farms and 
the practical extinction of tenant- 
farming in favor of peasant proprie- 
torship. Collective buying and collect- 
{ve marketing rid the Danish farmer 
of the exactions of the middleman. 
With intensive farming went a stan- 
dardizing of products. They sent a 
commission to Ireland to find out how 
it was that the Irish eggs, butter and 
bacon were, able to command such 
high prices in the English market. 
Then they so far improved upon the 
Irish products that they were able to 
compete with them advantageously.

“ POLITICAL EXPERIMENTS | 
iAfter a period of political experi- 


ments, the people of Canada can: be- 


gin to sum up-the results and draw 
their own. conclusions. 

One of the first after-the-war gov- 
ernments to be elected was in Mani- 
toba.* With the Liberals leading any 
other group in numbers, but’ with 
Independent Farmer, Conservative 
and. Labor groups to contend with, 
unstable and compromising govern- 
ment has been the natural result. 
The inevitable result has come to 
pass, the government has been ‘defeat- 
red, and! ‘an early election looms up as 
the ‘only possible solution of the diffi- 
culty*-The net result. has not been 
complimentary to the group idea. 

Ontario has. had its experience with 
a class government which must surely 
see ‘the handwriting on the wall as 
expressed by the electors at the 
polls:in the Dominion election. ‘The 
people. of Ontario did not manifest 
any ‘extreme anxiety to enthrone a 
class: government at Ottawa. 

berta is having its experience. 


’ A ULE.A. government with overwhelm- 


ing support in the House, but elected 
iby a:popular vote of.some 48 percent. 
of the votes cast, has been in power 
for several months, and is nearing the 
end ;of a session of the Legislature. 
Composed of men of undoubted per- 
sonal--integrity and honesty of pur- 
pose, it is no reflection on them to 
say that the Alberta government is 
not the success that its supporters 
looked for. 

Without any desire to assume the 
“T-told-you-so” attitude; The News 
Maintains the stand that it took in 
the Jast provincial election. No 


economic group can be expected to 


exercise the breadth of viewpoint 
necessary to administer the affairs of 
a@ province with varied resources such 
as Alberta possesses. 

Our’ provincial affairs demand the 


.formation) of administrations on 


broad, non-party, non-group lines‘ in 
which the most broad-minded and 
ablest men will be secured, irrespec- 
tive ‘of their occupations, trades, caJl- 
ings‘or. professions, their political or 
religious leanings. 

In the bulding of our roads, the op- 
eration of our telephones, the admin- 
istration of our schools and univer- 
sities, and the expenditure’ of public 
funds, there is no place for party, 
group or creed. Brains and broad 
experience are the need of the hour. 

It is mo disgrace to a farmer if ‘the 
cannot handle the intricate adminis- 
tration of some department that is 
outside the ken of his experience, no 
matter how honest or clear minded 
he may be. The disgrace is on a 
system. that imposes a task that no 
self-respecting man should be asked 
to perform. 

The selection of members by the 
proportional representation method 
is undoubtedly-the best in-sight. This 
must: ‘be supplemented by a popular 
demand for a purely business admin- 
istration, operating as a big County 
Council for the service of the whole 
Province and the good of all. 

In Dominion affairs, the experiment 
of a‘government without a majority 
is under trial, but it is reasonably 
safe to assume that some two dis- 
ttinct. schools of thought will evolve 
before’ the next general election. 

In national and international _ re- 
lationships some such alignment is 
inevitable in the very nature of the 
case.; But in provincial affairs, busi- 
ness ‘only. Let us stop fooling our- 
selves and get down to hard-headed 
reasoning.

da Wheat Board. He did not think 
that the voluntary pool would fill the 
bill. He feared that the man who 
threshed early’in the fall, when the 
prices. were good, would take a 
Chance on selling his grain to the pri- 
vate buyers. The man who was able 


“to hold his grain until spring would 


probably do the same thing, which 


‘/syould: militate against the success of 


the pool in leaving ‘only the grain 
that is. marketed during the usual 
period.‘of lower prices,

the Board on the same basis as for- 
merly. Questioned by R. A. Van- 
Slyke as to whether this would do 
away with the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change, Mr. Rice Jones said it would 
not. It would stop “scalpers” trading 
in wheat, as it did before, but not in 
other grains, to which _ they reverted 
then. 

He said there was a tendency in 
some -quarters to overestimate the 
value of the Wheat Board to the far- 
mers; these people would be disap- 
pointed in some of their exaggerated 
ideas, although he was frank to admit 
that it would be a decided improve- 
ment. 

He did not appear to be convinced 
that the State Socialists’ idea to run 
the government and all, by the peo- 
ple, was altogether feasible. 

The difficulty now was that the 
buying in Europe is at least partly 
controlled yet and we are meeting it 
with open selling. The natural result 


| is that when the organized buyer goes 


off the market, the disorganized seller 
meets a fallin prices. We ‘have to get 
to the point where we are merchandis- 
ing our farm products. To do this 
requires the services of experts on 
each kind of produce to market it at 
the best time. The financial position 
of the individual farmer prohibits him 
from doing this on his own account. 


In reply to R, A. VanSlyke, Mr. Rice, 


Jones stated that there would be at 
least one vacancy on the Grain Com- 
mission next month. There might be 
two vacancies. He referred to . the 
Commission as the Farmers’ Charter, 


and felt that the farmers should have. 


the privilege of making a recommen- 
dation through the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture for the position. It 
would be a real job for a real’ man, 
and would challenge all the ability and 
fearlessness he possessed. Mr. Rice 
Jones thought some action should be 
taken by the farmers,. but the U.G.G. 
must be careful lest they be accused 
of plugging the commission. 

In reply to J. C. Oldford, who en- 


| quired about the feasibility of a ter- 


minal elevator on the Pacific Coast, 
Mr. Rice Jones stated it was uncer- 
tain yet as to what volume of trade 
would go west. He was not sure that 
even the present volume would con- 
tinue. Russja, for instanad, would 
be a keen contender for Pacific trade 
again in a few years. The Panama 
Canal route is ‘somewhat experiment- 
al also, on account of losses from 
heating, although steps are being tak- 
en. in an effort to reduce that risk. 
On the whole, he didn’t think the 
present development warranted the 
Company in making any large ex- 
penditure for terminal elevators at 
the Coast. 

J. R. Sandham and Jas. Comer en- 
quired regarding the payment of 
dividends by the Company. Nominally 
a 6% dividend is paid, but as $30 is 
now charged for a $25 share, Mr. 
Sandham argued that it was really a 
5% dividend. Mr. Comer was not in 
favor of the $30 charge, but Mr. Rice 
Jones explained that there was cer- 
tain expense connected with the se- 
curing of new stock. When the early 
stock subscribers went into the’-Com- 
pany, its future was problematical. 
The stock is a much better invest- 
ment now, and it was only reasonable 
that the farmer should pay a: little 
more for the privilege of getting in on 
the same level as the man who had 
takén the early risk. The case of 
the Grain Growers was not parallel 
with the C.P.R. He understood that 
the railway company had made some 


14 millions on the increases of freight 


rates on grain last fall. 

U.G.G. stock is not attractive tothe 
speculator, Mr. Jones stated, because 
the farmers insist on one vote for 
one shareholder, regardless of the 
number of shares he controls. If the 
farmers relinquished the voting re- 
strictions and the consequent control, 
the moneyed men would soon buy up 
the stock. 

In reply to an enquiry from Mr. 
Rogers, Penhold, in regard to the 
Company’s timber limits and lumber- 
ing operations, Mr. Rice Jones related 
how the financial condition, which 
history will record as an acute “panic” 
developed in the fall of 1919, and the 
bottom literally dropped out of busi- 
ness, making it necessary to suspend 
lumbering operations. The Company 
still has 4,500,000 feet of lumber cut 
and about 5, 000, 000 feet of logs, 
which will be cut as soon as the mar- 
ket warrants such. action. 

Harry Wallace introduced the ma- 
chinery question by stating that he 
would be very sorry. to see the Ma- 
chinery Department: go out of busi- 
ness. In fact he would like to see the 
Company’s activities’ increased rather 
than diminished; such products as 
hay and eggs should be handled by 
the Company; possibly they might 
even buy out the T. Eaton Co. later 
on. But he would be “sorry and sore” 
to see the machinery dropped. 

Mr. Rice Jones did not appear to 
be able to enthuse on the machinery 
question. He said it had been decid- 
ed to handle nothing but strictly stan- 
dard lines, in any case. The Com- 
pany ‘will continue to handle coal, 
salt, etc., but there had been a serious 
loss in. “machinery last year, The 
Company ° couldn't get the expenses 
down :fast jenough,. for- the Agciining 
market. ”

{HOW SHALL WE: WE 
PROLONG LIFE? 


Expectation of Life In 1910 Was 
Fifty-one and One-half Years. 


Eleven years more of life were 
enjoyed by the average American 
or Canadian in 1910 than in 1855. 
This extension of our sojourn upon 
earth, according to the Statistical 
Bulletin of the Metropolitan Insurance 
Co. (New York) may be credited to 
improvement in living. conditions dur- 
ing the past half century. This period 
has, in fact, witnessed“the develop- 
ment of the public health movement. 
Further improvement, we are assured, 
will lengthen life still more. Cutting 
infant mortality in half—a reasonable 
possibility—would lengthen the gen- 
eral span of life three- and a half 
years. If we could abolish accidénts 
and four diseases—cancer, Bright’s 
disease, heart disease, and tubercul- 
osis—we should lengthen life ‘about 
nine years more. On the whole, the 
writer thinks it not unreasonable: to 
predict that ‘by 1930 the present, aver- 
age duration of life will be greatly 
increased—probably by %a large part” 
of the ten years or more that the pro- 
gress of medical and sanitary science 
would lead us ultimately to expect. 
Says the Bulletin: 


EXPECTED: LIFE 6144 YHARS. 

The €xpectation of Nfe in 1910, 
according to the Hfe tables for the 
Registration States, was fifty-one and 
one-half years. What does this fig- 
ure mean? A great many people die 
in infancy, some live to be octogen- 
arians, and others exceed even this 
advanced age. But the duration of 
human life, on the average, from 
birth to death, under conditions pre- 


vailing in 1910, was fifty-one and one-[-- 


half years. The average has been 
very much increased during the last 
half century, a period which has seen 
the development of the modern public 
health movement. In fact; when. the 
life tables for Massachusetts were 
prepared in 1855, the expectation was 
eleven years less than in 1910. These 
eleven years may be credited to the 
improvement of conditions of life in 
the fifty-five years intervening be- 
tween the two sets of tables. 
CAN.BE INCREASED 


There is evidence on all sides that 
the expectation of life can be still fur- 
ther increased by extending the work 
which has resulted in the gain of 
eleven years. It is obvious that at 
least one-third of the deaths that oc- 
cur every year may be prevented or 
postponed. In some communities, 
the proportion of such deaths may 
reach even one-half. We say “pre- 
vented” for such causes as automo. 
bile accidents, which can undoubtedly 


deaths are likewise “preventable”; 
for the use of toxin-antitoxin will pre 
vent many cases from occurring, and 
the early use of antitoxin in cases 
which do occur will, in most instanc- 
es, prevent death from this disease, 
There are other diseases which are 
“preventable” in this sense. Many 
deaths from tuberculosis are prevent- 
able, for, through the agency of tuber- 
culosts clinics, cases of tuberculosis 
may be discovered in the incipient 
stage when the progress of the dis- 
ease can be arrested. These and 
other health measures can, in like 
manner, postpone death for many 
years in cases: of tuberculosis which 
are discovered even* in advanced 
stages. ‘Many deaths from’. cancer, 
from heart diease and from Bright's 
disease can be postponed for longer 
or shorter periods through discovery 
of the cases in the early stages and 
through the application of surgical, 
medical and nursing care. This is 
not a epeculation, but a fact which is. 
being demonstrated every day in 
every jarge community of the country 
where good public health work is be-

longed. It -is impossible to ‘int very 
definite limits upon Wongevity for 
human. beings. We know that we 
may hope ‘for the control of much of 
the needless loss from some definite 
disease. With this thought in_ mind, 
the number of yéars of life that are 
Jost to the expectation because of cer- 
tain conditions, such as tuberculosis, 
heart disease, cancer, Bright’s dis- 
ease and others has been calculated 


‘and the following interesting results 


obtained: The loss of life from tuber- 
culosis is equivalent to a reduction of 
three years in ‘the life span for white 
people and over five years for colored 
people. .Cancer deaths reduce long- 
evity by one and one-fourth years 
among white lives and by one-half of 
deaths 
from heart disease by one and three- 
quarter years among both white and 
colored persons:. Bright's: disease by 
one and - one-quarter year “among 
white and colored persons, and acci- 
dents a little more than .one year 
among white and colored - persons. 
These five conditions together — re- 
duce the span of human life by 
about eight and one-halfyears among 
white persons and by about nine and 
one-half years among colored people. 
Such, then, are the losses of expecta- 
tion due to a few causes.- He con- 
tinues: 

Obviously, -not all of these losses 
can be controlled. Many of the

There are other’ diseases which are 
even more promising. as flelds of life 
extension than those we have named. 
‘tLet us take, “for. example, ‘the ‘diséas- 
‘es of children during the ‘first year of 
life.” Fifteen percent. of all the 
deaths that occur in-the. United Stat- 
es and’-Canada are ‘among: children 
under one year of: age. >.-Every such 
-death--cuts deep into the expectation, 
because the death of each child under 
one year of age involves a loss’. of 

‘| fifty years of possible Hfe to the com: 
munity; whereas, the death of a per- 
‘aon at, say, sixty years, produces only 
a loss of about fifteen years of . life, 
Therein lies the great. promise. of in- ]- 
fant hygiene work in. the attempt -to 
extend the expectation of life. More- 

| over,snothing inthe. realm_ of ~ public 
health work is relatively easier of 
accomplishment than the control of 
excessive infant mortality. It has 
been demonstrated many times that 
high’ almost from. the beginning 
through the development of proper 
health measures. How many years 
would be added to te total expecta- 
tion of life by reducing infant mortal- 
ity fifty per cent.? The answer is 
three and one-half ‘years under the 
conditions of the last decade. 

We cannot today say what are 
the possibilities of jife extension. 
There are too many unknown factors 
involved; but it i8 entirely caqnsis; 
tent with the known facts to assert 
that the duration of human ljfe may 
be extended ‘considerably more than 
ten years, and the expectation raised 
from fifty-one and, one-half to sixty- 
flve years by the application of con- 
servation measures. very well known 
to the medical and public health 
professions.

BY-LAW NO, 18 

a 
A By-law of the Municipal District of 
Pine Lake, No. 339, to provide ways 


and means for the extermination of 
Gophers. 


The Council of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Pine Lake, No. 339, under.and 
by virtue of the authority granted to 
them by the Municipal Districts Act, 
enacts as follows: 

1. That every owner or occupant of 
land situate wholly or partially within 
the said Municipal District -shall on 
or before the 20th day of April, 1922, 
place on his land and on the road al- 
lowance south and west of his land, 
the Gopher poison provided by the 
said Municipal District, and take 
such other steps towards the exter- 
mination of Gophers as- the said 
Council shall direct. 

2. That on or after the said 20th 
day of April, 1922, if such owner or 
occupant- has not taken such proper 
steps as hereinbefore set forth, it 
shall’ be lawful for any person or 
persons authorized by the Council of 
the Municipal District of Pine Lake, 
No. 339, to enter upon any land situ- 
ate either wholly or partially within 
the said Municipal District and such 
persons may take such eéteps and do 
such acts as may be deemed neces- 
sary by the said Council. to extermin- 
ate the Gophers on the said land. 

3. That the amount expended on 
the work performed by the said Coun- 
cil in taking such steps to extermin- 
ate the Gophers as aforesaid may be 
recovered from the owner or occupant 
‘of such land situate either wholly or 
partially within the said Municipal 
District in the same way as Municipal 
taxes and rates may be recovered un- 
der the Municipal Districts Act. Pro- 
vided that the amount expended an- 
nually shall not exceed two and ong: 
half cents per acre. 

Done and passed in open Council 
this 20th day of March, 1922.
